Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


SEALS oe | 
Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- | 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No | 


Diminution in Agricultural Production. 


(Published by authority of Director of*Public Information, 
Ottaw\.) 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 


6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central . 


Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting tke man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 
should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but-actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 
kept at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not within the class called out.”

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Sheep on Forest Reserves 


Forest Reserves of British Columbia 


Provide Pasture for Prairie 
Sheep 


Thirty-five thousand head of sheep 
went from Alberta's prairies to the 
forest reserves of British Columbia 
this year. Shipped under the aus- 
Pieces of the provincial government, 
the flocks went in as an experiment, 
because of the shortage of pasture in 
Southern Alberta districts, Special 
railway rates were granted, and the 
owners paid the government seven 
cents per head per month for pas- 
ture, 

The experiment has proved very 
Satisfactory, according to W. S. 
Stevens, live stock commissioner. 
The grass was excellent, and there 
was no more danger from coyotes or 
other wild animals there than is ex- 
perienced on the open prairies, The 
loss from this source is reckoned at 
one-half of one per cent. The lambs 
did remarkably well, as they were 
afforded shade under the trees in 
which to lie after they had had their 
meals. 

With the construction of better 
loading facilities at shipping points, 
and still more satisfactory arrange- 
ment with the railway company, it is 
expected that at least $0,000 sheep 
will go to the reserve around the 
Crows’ Nest next summer. There is 
room on this one reserve for 100,000,

DISTRIBUTION OF SEED GRAIN 
AND POTATOES FROM THE 
DOMINION EXPERIMENTAL 
FARMS, 1917-18. 


By instructions of the Hon. Minister 
of Agriculture, a free distribution of 
superior sorts of grain and potutoes 
will be made during the coming winter 
and spring to Canadian farmers. 

The samples of grain for distribu- 
tion will consist of sprin g wheat, 
(about 5 Ibs.), white oats (about 4 
lbs.), barley (about 5 lbs.), and field 
peas (about 5 lbs.). These will be 
sent out from the Central Experiment- 
al Farm, Ottawa, by the Dominion 
Cerealist, who will furnish the neces- 
sary application forms. 

A distribution of potatoes in samples 
of about 3 lbs. will be carried on from 
most of the Experimental Farms, the 
Central Farm supplying only the prov- 
ince of Ontario, 

All samples will be sent free by 
mail. Only one sample of grain (and 
one of potatoes) can be sent to each 
applicant. As the supply of seed is 
limited, farmers are advised to apply 
very early.

The latest returns in the Victory 
Loan campaign show a total of 782,714 
subscribers, or one subscriber for 
every ten people in Canada. This es- 
tablishes a new record with respect to 
the proportion of the population of a 
country subscribing to its War Loans.
